“It must be unique back here for 
anybody to say what they think, 
said the new senator from Nebraska 
Looking back on the flap during an 
interview in his office. Zorinsky said 
many other senators have told him 
they too, are frustrated by the job, 
but few have ever sounded off about 
it publicly 
What touched off Zorinsky s com­ 
ment was his frustration over the 
time senators spend agonizing over 
trivia, such as whether or not they 
ought to start paying for the haircuts 
they've been getting free in the 
Senate barber shop. 
“I know of a den mother of a t ub 
Scout pack that could have resolved 


the barber shop issue in five 
minutes.” said Zorinsky. 
A form er m ayor of Omaha, 
Zorinsky was growing more and 
more frustrated with life as a 
senator when a reporter from bac k 
home called and asked how he liked 
the job. 
‘ 1 told him.” Among other things, 
Zorinsky said he’d been on the verge 
of resigning from the Senate but his 
wife talked him out of it. 
His comments made Zorinsky an 
instant celebrity. 
He's been interviewed by Barbara 
Walters and has appeared on all the 
television network morning news 
shows. He's answered more ques­ 
tions on radio talk shows than Jim­ 
my Carter. Every day brings another 
pile of mail. 
“I've yet to receive one negative 
piece of mail,” Zorinsky said. 


How do other senators feel about 
Zorinsky's blast at how the institu­ 
tion works — or doesn t work? 
“Numerous senators have come up 
and expressed the fact they have the 
same feelings, some of them when 
they first got into office, some of 
them to this day.’ he said. 
, One of thé frustrated freshmen is 
Sen Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D- 
N Y. M oyn ih an ’s w ife read 
Zorinsky’s comments and asked her 
husband. “ How come you come 
home and tell me the same thing 
every night and you've never said 
anything about it publicly0” 
Sens John Durkin, D-N H . and 
James Abourezk. D-S.D.. have never 
hidden their frustration over how the 
Senate operates 
Abourezk an­ 
nounced at the start of the current 
session of Congress that he won t run 
for a second term in 1978. 


One of the matters that took up a 
lot of Senate time at the start of the 
current session was a reorganizat ion 
plan that was supposed to streamline 
the operation so senators would be 
less frustrated by conflicting com­ 
mittee hearings. 


“I haven't seen any evidence of 
coordination between committees to 
preclude concurrent meetings, said 
Zorinsky: He recalled complaining to 
Sen Adiai Stevenson, D-lll.. who was 
chairman of the committee that 
drew up the reorganization plan.

Floodwaters rout 
Eastern families 


ALBANY. N Y. (AP) - Hundreds 
of families in northern and eastern 
sections of New York State were 
forced to evacuate their homes as 
rain-swollen rivers swept over city 
streets and tore out bndge abut­ 
ments. 
“The whole place is flooded. ' said 
Washington County Undersheriff 
Tom Dunkin in Whitehall, where the 
National Guard was called out to 
rescue stranded families 
“Were 
losing bridges by the minute We ve 
lost a covered bridge in Eagl«*viU§, 
We’ve lost four or five bridges in 
Fort Ann The abutments are gone 
High water and lowland flooding 
was expected to continue today along 
the upper Hudson and Mohawk 
rivers, the National Weather Service 
said And more rain was expected 
across eastern New York. 
No serious injuries were reported 
in the evacuated areas. 


In Menands, near Albany, more 
than 400 residents of an apartment 
complex were evacuated by boat 
Monday. 
In Oneonta. up to 150 families took 
overnight shelter with friends, 
relatives or the Salvation Army as 
the Susquehanna River flooded 
Police and firemen docked row­ 
boats at front porches in towns along 
the confluence of the Mohawk and 
Hudson rivers to remove residents. 
Not all wanted to go. 
“They’ve been fighting us all the 
way,” said Mickey Fletcher, captain 
of the Waterford rescue squad 
“They’re reluctant to move They’ve 
been through this all before 
T elephone se r v ic e to 2.000 
customers on Green Island on the 
Hudson between Albany and Troy, 
was knocked out Monday night by the 
failure of a cable running underneath 
the river.

ZURIUH, Switzerland (AP) - An 
armed Italian hijacker, who toasted 
his hostages with champagne but 
was described by one of them as a

School integration support 
dwindles in busing debate 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Four days 
before it plans to submit integration 
plans to a judge, the Board of Educa­ 
tion has found its already tenuous 
support slipping on the issue of bus­ 
ing trip time limits. 
A stalemate came Monday night 
when the board voted to table its 
proposal to limit rides to 20 minutes

O M S board gives its okay 
in extension of deadline

In a brief special meeting, the Ontario Motor Speedway 
board re-affirmed an extension on the financing question 
for Expo 81 Monday morning 
The OMS board unanimously rubberstamped an action 
last Friday night by the Ontario City Council to extend the 
financing deadline for takeover of the speedway. Expo 81 
Corp. now has until Mav 17 to evaluate four proposals for 
the loan of $7 million to purchase the speedway from 
current bondholders. 
Charles Cummins, president of the speedway board, 
reiterated the presentation before the council by Expo 81 
Corp President Richard Pittenger and Board Chairman 
Jimmy Doolittle, requesting that the March 11 deadline 
be extended to May 17. 
He reported the Expo promoters claimed they hove 
four “viable” proposals for the loan on the initial 
takeover of the speedway property, and they needed more 
time to evaluate those proposals and select the most 
feasible. 
Speedway board member Robert Jensen asked several 
questions regarding the attitude oi the Hank of America 
at this time The Bank of America serves as trustee for 
the current bondholders 
It has been postponing 
foreclosure proceedings against the speedway in an at­ 
tempt to allow Expo 81 Corp the opportunity to develop a 
sound foundation and financing for the international ex­ 
position. 
Edmund Hamburger, counsel for Bank of America, had 


warned the Ontario City Council in early January. “The 
bank is entirely neutral except on the question of time 
He reported at the Jan 4 council meeting the bank was 
being put in a precarious situation The bank sent notices 
to bondholders earlier in 1976 advising them of the poten­ 
tial proposal from Expo 81 Corp That notice also stated 
that if an offer was "not forthcoming by the end of 1976. 
the bank would initiate foreclosure,” Hamburger said at 
that time. 
He reluctantly agreed to the first extension of March U, 
1976 after conversations with representatives of then 
President Gerald Ford who indicated Presidential 
recognition was imminent and Expo 81 representatives 
who assured bank officials the necessary $7 million would 
be deposited in escrow by March 11 
At that time, he said bank officials were “distressed by 
what was happening in the last month or so We ap­ 
preciate that you have a problem and that Expo 81 has a 
problem from a legal standpoint and its relationships with 
others. But I'm in a difficult position as to what I will tell 
bank officers.” 
Cummins did not have answers to Jensen’s queries, say­ 
ing only that “the Bank of America's position is that 
something is going to be done very soon if something isn’t 
in their hands.” He said he would meet with Hamburger 
late Monday afternoon 
Jensen requested that a legal session be arranged with 
Sam Crowe, attorney for the City erf Ontario and the OMS 
board, to discuss what action the OMS board would take 
in the event that Bank of America begins foreclosure 
proceedings.

L.A. County 
considering 
court reforms 


Two proposals, one to meld local 
courts into one system and the other 
to reduce juries from 12 to six 
members, are under consideration 
today by Los Angeles County of­ 
ficials. 
The county Board of Supervisors 
has asked Chief Administrative Of­ 
ficer Harry Hufford to look into 
those possibilities and to report to 
the board what he finds. 
State legislation would be needed 
to make those reforms legal but 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn contends 
the proposals, if approved could save 
taxpayers several million dollars an­ 
nually. 
Hahn pointed out that right now 
the county has 24 Municipal Courts, 
each with its own administrative 
support system. He said the total 
cost of operating those courts now 
runs more than $25 million. 


The supervisor contended that at 
least 10 per cent of the cost could be 
saved by a consolidation into one 
judicial district. 


As a further possibility, Hahn is 
looking into the feasibility of con­ 
solidating the M unicipal and 
Superior courts into one over-all 
system, with further savings. 


As for the cutback in the jury 
svstem. Hahn says several states in 
the East already are using the 
smaller panels successfully, saving 
many thousands of dollars annually. 


Hahn also is urging extension of 
Municipal Court functions into even­ 
ing sessions, and consolidation of the 
bailiff's functions of the county 
marshal and sheriff's deputies into 
one department. 


Right now marshals serve as 
bailiffs in Municipal Courts and 
deputy sheriffs do similar jobs in 
Superior Court

The report 
didn't compare cost figures. But a committee spokesman 
said it comes to about $8.000 a year to keep a state pris­ 
oner, and that s more than in the federal system.

Psychic: 


devil 


woman or 


a godsend? 


WAYNESBORO, Pa. <AP) - To’ 
some people living in the fundamen­ 
talist religious atmosphere in this' 
corner of Pennsylvania, Dorothy 
Allison is the devil woman 
To others, she is a godsend — the 
woman who has the power to find 
missing loved ones and to solve 
murders. 


Ms. Allison. 52. of Nutley. N.J., 
came to Waynesboro Jan. 22 at the 
request of the parents of 18-year-old 
Deborah Sue Kline, who had been 
missing for six months. 
Four days later, Richard Lee 
Dodson led police to Miss Kline's 
body in a trash dump — just where 
the psychic had said it would be 
Dodson and Ronald Henninger 
have been charged with kidnaping, 
raping and murdering Miss Kline. 
“ I was so ... skeptical you wouldn't 
believe it.” said Robert Cox, a 
Pulitzer Prize-winning reporter at 
the Waynesboro Record Herald. “ It 
didn 't take too long for her to change 
that 
T here’s just no way she 
could’ve known som e of those 
things.’’ 
Another reporter. Marie Lancer of 
the Chambersburg Public Opinion, 
said. “We have some ministers who 
think she's the work of the devil, but 
others thought she was the answer to 
their prayers." 


Ms. Allison said Randolph Hearet 
first sought her help after his 
daughter Patricia was kidnaped and 
mi the run with other fugitives, pos­ 
sibly hiding out in Pennsylvania But 
it was months later, while she was in 
the state on another case in July 
1974, that Ms. Allison contacted state 
police and the FBI. 
“ I told them Patty Hearst is here 
in Pennsylvania," she said months 
before the Hearst hideout was found 
near Scranton. 
Local police vvoujd only say that 
Ms. Allison may have provided 
“psychological help" in solving the 
Kline murder 
But Cox and others point to these 
developments — all prior to Dod­ 
son's actions and none denied by the 
police: 
—Ms. Allison had said the girl’s 
body was in a trash dump. It was.

But S.B. supervisors don't halt construction 
Moratorium on building applications extended

F aced with m ounting growth 
problems in the West End com­ 
munities, San Bernardino County 
supervisors Monday extended a pre­ 
sent moratorium on applications for 
new subdivisions but declined to halt 
construction altogether. 
The b o a rd ’ s actio n follow ed 
threats that the state’s Regional 
Water Quality Control Board may 


soon force a halt to most construc­ 
tion in the West End because of 
overloading of sewage treatment 
plants. 
Supervisors extended until April 20 
the moratorium on new filings of 
residential tracts — which had been 
scheduled to run out March 20 They 
also extended the moratorium in the 
tri-com m unities of Alta Lom a. 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda into all 
unincorporated areas served by the 


Chino B a sin M un icipal W ater 
D istrict’s plant one (Upland-Ontario- 
tri-communites.) 
However, supervisors rejected the 
planning department recommenda­ 
tion for a four-month moratorium on 
home building by stopping all 
building permits. 
Bowing to the wishes of developers 
and builders who addressed the 
board during a marathon six-hour 
hearing, supervisors also approved 


formation of an ad hoc committee to 
work on an area-wide growth policy. 
More than 200 persons, m ostly 
b u ild e rs, jam m e d the b o a rd ’s 
chambers. 
Support for the area-wide growth 
policy would be sought from cities of 
Chino, 
M ontclair, O ntario and 
Upland The ad hoc committee will 
include builders in an advisory 
capacity to the planning staff 
Subdivisions already approved will 


not be affected by the board’s action 
— and building perm its can be taken 
out. This covers som e 7,000 lots 
okayed, but not yet constructed. 
During the hearing, a spokesman 
for the state Regional Water Quality 
Control Board disclosed that his 
agency issued a notice Monday of a 
hearing its board will conduct on 
March 30 on a proposed “cease and 
d esist” order against CBMWD’s 
plant two (Chino-Chino Hills).

L.V. city hall 
may be moved 
by this summer

The La Verne city government is 
getting ready to 
move into a new 
home this summer. 


City Manager George Caswell dis­ 
closed today that he and the owner of 
the building which the City Council 
w an ts to buy at F o o th ill and 
B o u lev ard and D S tre e t have 
reached an- agreem ent on basic 
term s, including the price. 
Caswell said he will bring a recom­ 
mendation to the council Monday 
night that the building be purchased 
from Edward Shea for $750,000. 
Part of the agreement is a two- 
year lease option that will enable the 
council to decide on how it wants to 
raise the money. 
“ If the council approves the 
proposal and we can get the legal 
papers drawn and approved, we will 
probably be able to move in by next 
July,” Caswell said. 


The purct^se includes a 15.000- 
square foot office building and two 
acres of land around it for parking. 
Caswell said it will be the new home 
of the city hall staff except the police 
and fire department which will stay 
at their present location on Third 
Street east of B Street. 
The city m an ag er said only 
minimal renovation, costing about 
$10,000. will be needed to turn the of­ 
fice building into a city hall. 
When the staff moves to the new 
location, the space it leaves behind 
will be added to the police depart­

Continued in crease in ethnic 
enrollment in the Pomona Unified 
School District has been attributed 
to a number of varying factors by 
school officials. 
Figures released recently by the 
district show an increase in ethnic 
enrollment over last year. Black 
enrollment has increased to 29 69 pet 
cent from 28 88 per cent a year ago 
There are now 6,195 black students ir 
the district, compared to 5.938 ir 
1975-76 
Spanish surnamed students havt 
shown the greatest increase, now 
making up 27 30 per cent of the dis 


trict enrollment compared to 24.97 
per cent last year There are 5.69t 
Spanish surnam ed 
students this 
year, compared to 5,134 a year ago. 
The 486 Asian or Pacific Lsland stu 
dents now make up 2 33 per cent ot 
the district, compared to a year age 
when 345 students represented 1 88 
per cent of the enrollment. 
White enrollment in the schools 
declined by 3 67 per cent last year 
White students now make up 40 38 
per cent of the district, compared to 
44 05 per cent a year ago White stu 
dents total 8.424 this year compared 
to 9,056 last year. 
However, it should be noted that 
these figures show only school 


enrollment and do not necessarily 
reflect the makeup of the remainder 
of the city In the 1970 ethnic survey, 
for exam ple, black and Spanish sur 
named students totaled 37 per cent erf 
the enrollment in the district. The 
census for the city that year showed 
minority residents in those sam e 
categories at 28 5 per cent 
Dean Murphy, president of the 
IVimona Board of Realtors, notes. 
“ T hese figu re s show only the 
fam ilies with school age children 
They m iss both

spectrum, not reflecting the w ry 
young couples in the city or the 
elderly.”

for unaltered dogs The current fees 
are $4 and $8 respectively. 
City Adminstrator Jerrold Gonce 
said that, despite the increased fees, 
it may be necessary for Pomona and 
other communities served by the 
Humane Society to subsidize the 
organization in the next fiscal year. 
Talks between city and Humane 
Society officials are underway to 
determ ine how much additional 
money will be needed to balance the 
H um ane S o c ie ty ’s budget, said 
Gonc'e. 
The council also received a peti­ 
tion from residents in the area of 
Ninth Street and Towne Avenue The 
residents asked that the city install 
four-way stop signs or a traffic 
signal at the intersection to correct

Castro's aid 
to a madman 


It is becoming increasingly difficult for the 
friends of Fidel Castro in this country to defend 
their hero. 
It is one thing for the Cuban leader to try to score 
points with Third World members of the U N . by at­ 
tacking the United States over the phony issue of 
Puerto Rican independence. After all, what’s Uncle 
Sam’s beard for if not for tweaking? 
And if the United States sent half a million men to 
Vietnam, how can we complain about 10,000 or so 
Cuban troops in Angola? 
Now, however, r e f u g e e s f rom that 
slaughterhouse called Uganda report that Cuban 
advisors and technicians are helping to train the 
Soviet-equipped army of President-for-life Idi Amin 
and prop up his shattered economy. Allegedly, 
about 200 black Cubans, including military and 
agricultural experts, have filtered inconspicuously 
into Uganda in the past month, following an official 
visit to Kampapa by Cuba’s deputy minister of 
defense Gen. Francisco Cabrera. 
The paranoic Amin, ranting about an imminent 
invasion from Tanzania, Kenya, the United States, 
Britain, Israel, South Africa and-or the Sudan, has 
long sought foreign assistance in shaping up his un­ 
disciplined 20,000-man army. Up to now every 
government he has approached has refused. 
The truth, of course, is that the only danger to the 
safety of Ugandans is Idi Amin, as even African 
leaders who would prefer to look the other way now 
admit. Amin is currently directing the systematic 
slaughter of Lango and Acholi tribesmen, to cap six 
vears of tyranny which has cost as many as 300,000 
Ugandan lives, according to some sources. 
To give aid and comfort to this madman and 
murderer, to associate himself with him even in the 
slightest degree, is the most damning indictment 
that has ever been made against Fidel Castro. 


Keeping up 
with La Salle 


The oublie forum 
Workers should have a choice 


In the winter of 1081-82, the French explorer La 
Salle journeyed 3.300 miles through the trackless 
wilderness of the New World from Montreal to New 
Orleans, establishing France’s claim to the vast 
Mississippi Valley 
Last August, a team of five high school teachers, 
16 students from Elgin. 111., and two others, dressed 
and equipped like La Salle’s party, set out to 
duplicate the feat. They quickly “ encountered 
problems La Salle could never have imagined, the 
expedition’s leader. Reid Lewis, told a curious 
reporter at the half-way point in February. 
One of the first problems was the city of Toronto, 
which now lies across part of La Salle’s route. It 
took the latter-day explorers four days to portage 
their canoes and gear through the crowded streets. 
• We were constantly having to stop for traffic 
lights and we snarled up traffic for blocks,’ said 
Reid 
'I’m sure La Salle never had anything like 
that to contend with." 
There was another “ tortuous passage 
through 
seven miles of U S. Steel plants in Gary, Ind. Also 
in Indiana, four of the team were sideswiped by a 
truck and three of them seriously injured 
Compared to the perils of civilization, the onsc*t of 
severe weather, with a wind-chill factor of minus 66 
degrees at times, was nothing Water has also been 
a constant problem. La Salle, of course, could simp­ 
ly dip into the lakes and streams for drinking water. 
Today, pollution makes this impossible, or certain­ 
ly foolhardy 
Despite all the obstacles the “ tracked wilder­ 
ness’’ of the 20th century has put in their way, the 
explorers, with ice and snow and most of the 3,300 
miles now behind them, are confident of reaching 
New Orleans on April 8, just as did La Salle 295 
years ago.

Two, the 
proposal to eliminate the 14B provi­ 
sion of the labor relations act which 
allows states to enact the rules 
prohibiting closed shop agreements. 
Three, the proposals to allow ex­ 
clusive and closed shop agreements 
as concerns public employes, and the 
so called arm ed fo rces union 
authorization 
The first two erf these proposals 
are power plays by union leaders. 
Why do they need the force of law to 
gain membership7 If they cannot 
prove to workers that it is better for 
them to join the union, why give the 
leadership the almost overwhelming 
force created by law and economic 
c ir c u m s t a n c e s 
to 
c o m p e l 
membership? Everybody except a 
favored few suffer All of us from the 
higher prices the compulsion brings, 
and the workers who have to join are 
now compelled to pay up to $1.200 in­ 
itiation fee to keep or get jobs 


• There are many complaints that I 
hear from union members with 
respect to favoritism , the dis­ 
couragement of initiative, and petty 
regulations which has denied a few 
of pension rights. If the labor 
management and/or leaders were 
serving their members and seeing to 
the good of the industry so that a 
healthy industry would get their 
members more jobs, this idea of 
force and power to compel would not 
be necessary. 
I am afraid for America as long as 
this type of power goes cm without 
checks and balance's. The right to 
work and the secondary boycott real­ 
ly do not interfere with the right of 
men to join and engage in collective 
bargaining It makes it competitive, 
but competition is the name of the 
gam e. Let the union show the 
workers the advantages Let the un­ 
ion make it easier to join, to train, to 
get the job done, then they won't 
have to have the force of economic 
or legal compulsion 
As to government and public 
employes, I feel that they elected to 
take jobs in this sector .They for the 
most part have always been paid 
equal or better than similar jobs in

None of Nixon's insurance policies, 
the firm added bluntly, “ afford 
coverage for conspiracy alleged in 
some of the causes of action ” The 
insurance company flatly refused to 
pay any damages which might arise 
from presidential wrongdoing. 


Footnote: Insurance man Sullivan 
said he would have been “ remiss not 
to make a claim” following the court 
ruling that Nixon could he held per­ 
sonally liable Sullivan is now con­ 
templating legal action against the 
insurance company Nixon’s lawyers 
declined comment.

It is probably true that most people get their first inkl­ 
ings of the dav to day events from the headline reporting 
of TV news But the flashy color presentations can never 
substitute, let alone equate, with the detailed reporting 
provided by the press together with the insight into the 
news it offers with in-depth articles and editorial com-, 
mentarles. 


And it is the tenacious investigations of the “ ink-stained .. 
wretches,” not the TV showmen, which uncover and hold , 
up to daylight the action of politicians and bureaucrats 
thereby keeping dishonesty and chicanery in government 
at a minimum. 


Because television stations are licensed by the FCC 
there is a tendency for them to be less critical and more 
cautious in “ reporting” This often results in a sheeplike 
coverage of public figures. The image o( these officials as 
presented by TV may not always be flattering or 
adulating but most of their stories are presented delicate­ 
ly enough so they do not harm but rather benefit those in 
office by building name identification. 


Even If that were not so it remains that a TV news story 
is only seen momentarily and ooce aired is gone forever 
Newspaper stories become a matter of record to be 
quoted, reread and recirculated by readers to those who 
missed it the first time around 
They provide a 
cumulative report on the conduct erf those in office. 


In TV the opinions expressed, whether they be direct or 
* 
by innuendo through the clever voice inflections of those 
reading the news, are narrowly lim ited to the 
"anchormen” of the networks and the local stations. - 
Newspapers offer a much broader selection <rf views 
through more extensive reporting. Beyond that they give 
their renders a variety of opinions in syndicated columns 
authored by writers of note whose outlooks differ con 
siderably. And most newspapers will publish their 
featured columnists’ offerings religiously even though a > - 
column may voice a viewpoint diametrically c^posite the 
newspaper’s own editorial position.

disagree is to be seen in two recent coiumm dealing with 
Gov Jerry Brown Rowland Evans and Robert Novak,. .. 
who jointly produce a Washington column but frequently

Dear Ann: I am writing this letter 
in an attempt to alert parents and 
hopefully spare their children years 
of struggle, agony and heartbreak. I 
just heard a report about the low 
percentage of children who have had 
vaccinations to protect them against 
polio. 
I was a victim of polio in the early 
’50s before the vaccine was 
developed. I had to undergo two 
operations and years of special exer­ 
cises to overcome a terrible com­ 
plex. With the help of doctors, 
parents and friends, I mastered most 
difficulties and now live a normal 
life. 
What happened to me was 
something nobody could help or pre­ 
vent. But what would you say if 
someday your crippled child asked 
you, “Why didn’t you protect me? 
Why didn’t you get me the vac­ 
cination?” 
Many parents are unaware of the 
danger because, thank God, there 
hasn’t been a polio epidemic in a long 
time. It could happen again. — Hope 
Somebody Listens 
Dear Hope: So do I. In the mean­ 
tim e, oral polio vaccines are 
available free of charge to any 
school-age child in Chicago and Cook 


County. Parents who are interested 
should call the Board of Health. They 
will be referred to the nearest clinic. 
Parents in other cities should 
phone their own City or County 
Health Departments for information 
as to what is available in their area. 
And while we're on the subject, 
hear this from Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary Joseph A. 
Califano. Jr.: 
"Sixteen million children under 14 
years of age have not been vac­ 
cinated against polio 
Of course 
these programs are expensive, but I 
will find the money to fund them.'’ 
Current recommendations for vac­ 
cinating children are as follows: 
Polio: Three shots at two, four and 
18 months of age. At five years — a 
booster. 
Diptheria. whooping cough and tet- 
naus: Protection from all three dis­ 
eases can be obtained in one shot. 
This shot should be given in four 
doses — the first at two months of 
age. again at four months, again at 
six months and finally at 10 months. 
Measles: One shot at 15 months of 
age, unless an epidemic occurs, in 
which case the parents should con­ 
sult a doctor about earlier vaccina 
tion. 


Rubella or German measles: One 
shot at one year of age. (This may be 
changed soon and given along with 
measles shot.) 
Mumps: One shot at one year of 
age. (May also be changed and com­ 
bined with measles-rubella vaccine.) 
Dear Ann Landers: Please send 
me. Im m ediately, the nam e 
and address of the woman who 
claims she has “infallible ESP.” I 
will send her a first-class ticket to 
Trenton, N.J. We will then go 
together to Las Vegas. From there 
I'll take her to San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, where the gaming tables are 
plentiful, and on to Monte Carlo.

DEAR DR MILLER: What kind of dog would be most 
likely to get snow-blind? Or is the whole thing a myth'’ —

DEAR A.B.: Given sufficient sun and snow, canines are 
subject to snow-blindness, though susceptibility varies 
considerably. English bulldogs, for example, would be 
highly susceptible to the effects of burning rays of the 
sun. But, fortunately, members of this breed infrequently 
frolic in snow fields. 
DEAR DR MILLER: Many years back I successfully 
raised, (rather my canaries did) young Now I’m hoping 
to breed my parakeets this Spring Are they any more dif­ 
ficult than canaries? Easier to breed, maybe? - D.D 
DEAR D.D.: Budgie breeding is actually more dif­ 
ficult, primarily because they are more prone to 
nutritional deficiencies. Parakeet diets which may be 
marginally adequate for long-term survival, are often 
completely inadequate for breeding birds. Deficiencies 
are: First, in protein (amino acids), preventable with 
small amounts of animal protein such as egg or fish meal. 
Second, vitamin deficiencies. Here add a palatable 
multiple-vitamin preparation to the drinking water. And 
third, mineral deficiencies, calcium and some trace 
minerals. A mineral block is a good source 
DEAR DR MILLER: We re worried because Katrina, 
who seldom wanders from her own yard, has been gone a 
week. We have a newspaper ad running and friends look­ 
ing. Why would a home-loving cat disappear, and what 
else can we do? — J.G 
DEAR J.G.: I hope Katrina has long-since returned.

Local veterinary hospitals should be notified — lost 
animals are frequently sick or injured. And, finally, per­ 
sistence DON’T GIVE UP There are many reasons why 
a missing animal may not be able to return immediately, 
but may still be happily reunited with its owner weeks or 
even months later.

DEAR DR LAMB - Could you 
please write a column on bad heart 
valves (aorta etc. ) for those of us 
who have them? Everything I read 
about all the new wonderful things 
that can be done for heart patients 
refers to the coronary arteries. 
I never hear of anyone who has a 
valve, especially the aortic, being 
replaced. From what I haw seen on 
TV the valve replacement doesn t 
help much. 
DEAR READER - Your letter 
reminded me how much things have 
changed. Only 10 years ago surgery 
on the coronary arteries was just 
beginning The operations that were 
popular then for coronary artery dis­ 
ease are not even used today, having 
been outmoded by the popular cor­ 
onary bypass operation — bypassing 
the obstructed coronary 
Ten years ago most heart surgery 
was for vahve replacement or correc­ 
tion of birth defects Valve replace­ 
ment was usually necessary because 
of heart valve dam age from 
rheumatic heart disease We haw so 
few cases of rheumatic heart disease 
today that surgery for these 
problems has greatly decreased So 
it is that you hear about operations 
for coronary artery disease and very 
little about valve replacement 
When the heart valve needs to be 
replaced the surgery Is often wry 
beneficial, contrary to the impres­ 
sion you seem to have gotten The 
aortic valve is located at the outlet of 
the left ventricle, the heavy pumping 
chamber that pumps blood to most of 


your body. The normal valw is com­ 
posed of two tissue flaps, somewhat 
like the sails on a sailboat. They float 
open as the heart contracts and 
ejects blood into the large artery 
(aorta). When the contraction is 
over, the pressure in the aorta 
causes them to swing back together 
closing the gate to the ventricle and 
preventing the blood from flowing 
backward into the .heart 
When this valve is severely 
damaged the valve may not close ef­ 
fectively and allows the blood to leak

the more blood that leaks backward 
the loss effectlw the heartbeat is in 
pumping blood to the rest of your 
body. Or the valve may become so 
obstructed from disease that It im­ 
pedes the outflow of blood In either 
case, when the valw damage is 
severe the valve can be and is 
replaced in selected cases. 
The common value used is nothing 
more than a ball trapped in a wire 
basket The opening of the basket is 
sutured into the opening of the aorta 
where the old valve was located The 
basket is in the aorta As the blood 
rushes out of the heart it force* the 
ball away from the opening rim of 
the basket. The basket catches the 
hall so it can’t go very far 
When the contraction is over and 
the heart chamber begins to relax, 
the blood starts to rush back into the 
heart. This causes the ball in the 
basket to slam down ow r the rim of 
the open basket and closes the open­ 
ing. This way it prevents the 
backward leak of blood while the 
heart is relaxing and filling for the 
next contraction 
The process is 
repeated with each heartbeat. Such 
opertions have added many years of 
useful life to many patients

Flaying at four spades, South 
makes the key play at trick three 
South discards a low diamond on the 
third heart instead of ruffing. After 
this, he makes the rest of the tricks 
with no trouble at all 
He has 10 top tricks in notrump, 
but the opponents will almost surely 
take five heart tricks before be can 
gain the lead 
Now let s look at the bidding 
North has 14 high-card points, plus a 
10 spot and his correct opening bid is 
clearly one diamond 
His choice 
after South responds one spade lies 
between one notrump and two spades 
and two spades is the better call 
While South may have only four 
spades, he is just about as likely to 
have a five-card suit A final spade 
contract is likely to be superior 


Finally, if South does have just four 
spade* he may try some other sei-ond 
bid and the partnership can still get 
to notrump 
And then for the proof of the pud­ 
ding, South does have just four 
spades, but they are enough for game 
to wheel in

Pianist in recital

A young J a p a n e s e 
pianist, Minoru Nojima, 
who had not appeared in 
this area previously, gave 
a brilliant and truly excit­ 
ing concert on the M t San 
Antonio College concert 
series Sunday night.

MSAC’s big German con­ 
cert grand, which has baf­ 
fled some of its players, 
was under Nojima's con­ 
trol at all tim es and , 
yielded some of the finest 
piano sounds we have 
heard this season from any 
of the performing pianists 
in the area concerts. 
The climax of the even­ 
ing came in a stunning and 
dramatic performance of 
the Liszt sonata which 
brought an immediate 
standing ovation from the 
members of the audience. 
This is a work which de­ 
mands the utmost in both 
technique and musical 
perception of the perform­ 
ing artist, and Nojima 
demonstrated a real af­ 
finity for the illusive 
romantic quality of the 
great sonata. Other than a

fects, it would be difficult 
to find fault with any of 
thi« young man's piamsm.
